CREATION OF A STATE DEBT - BALTIMORE CITY — BARCO
PLAYHOUSE THEATER

Authorizing the creation of a State Debt not to exceed $250,000, the proceeds
to be used as a grant to the Board of Directors of the Baltimore Arts Realty
Corporation for the acquisition, planning, design, construction, repair,
renovation, reconstruction, site improvement, and capital equipping of the
BARCO Playhouse Theater, located in Baltimore City; providing for
disbursement of the loan proceeds, subject to a requirement that the grantee
provide and expend a matching fund; etc.

Altering the circumstances under which a licensed direct—entry midwife is
prohibited from assuming or continuing to take responsibility for a patient’s
pregnancy and birth care and is required to arrange for the orderly transfer of
care of the patient; altering the circumstances under which a licensed direct—
entry midwife is required to consult with a health care practitioner; etc.
